President Obama 
announces debt ceiling 
deal, but it first must get 
congressional approval 

Reuters 

President Obama on Sunday an- 
nounced a last-minute deal to raise the 
U.S. borrowing limit and avoid a cata- 
strophic default, and he urged lawmak- 
ers to “do the right thing” and approve 
the agreement. 

Laying out the endgame in the U.S. 
debt crisis just two days before a dead- 
line to lift the borrowing limit, the 
White House and congressional lead- 
ers said the compromise would cut 
about $2.5 trillion from the deficit over 
the next 10 years. 

With Republican and Democratic 
leaders in agreement, the Senate were 
expected to vote on the proposed 
agreement Monday a senior congres- 
sional aide said. House of Represen- 
tatives Speaker John Boehner said he 
would bring it to a vote in that chamber 
as soon as possible. 

“There are still some very impor- 
tant votes to be taken by members of 
Congress,” Obama told reporters at the 
White House. “But I want to announce

that the leaders of both parties in both 
chambers have reached an agreement 
that will reduce the deficit and avoid 
default— a default that would have had 
a devastating effect on our economy. 

“I want to urge members of both 
parties to do the right thing and sup- 
port this deal with your votes over the 
next few days,” Obama said. 

Democratic and Republican leaders 
planned to try to sell the deal to their 
rank-and-file Monday Leaders in the 
Senate announced agreement on the 
deal, but support remained especially 
uncertain in the House of Representa- 
tives. 

Democratic Leader Nancy Pelosi, 
a leading liberal considered crucial to 
delivering enough Democratic votes to 
offset Republican defections, suggest- 
ed earlier that the terms under negotia- 
tion would be a tough sell in her party

Only 17 countries in the world— currently in- 
cluding the U.S. —hold the highly coveted triple-A 
rating from both Standard & Poor’s and Moody’s. 
(S&P rates an additional three countries as triple- 
A that aren’t featured on Moody’s list). 

Germany Canada, France, Norway, Sweden 
and Switzerland are among those with the undis- 
puted stamp of approval— so is the Isle of Man, 
a British crown dependency off Ireland’s east 
coast, and Singapore. 

Now; S&P and Moody’s are questioning Ameri- 


ca’s membership in this exclusive club. 

The triple-A rating enables nations to borrow 
funds at a low cost, because their governments 
are considered stable and their bonds safe. 

The U.S., for example, has seen its dollar be- 
come the world’s No. 1 reserve currency because 
its bonds are held in such high regard by inves- 
tors. 

Already just the threat of a possible downgrade 
has taken a toll. Prior to November 2007, the U.S. 
boasted some of the safest bonds in the world. 
That started to gradually change with the reces- 
sion, and now the country’s creditworthiness 
continues to be questioned amid the debt ceiling 
debates.

Student loan? 
Add it to the tab 

Speaking of nation-crippling debt: This year student loan debt out- 
paced credit card debt for the first time and should top Si trillion. 

RedFye doesn’t have enough ink or dead trees to get to all of this, 
but a few quick points: One of the unheralded accomplishments of 
President Obama’s first term was to put an end to the head-scratching- 
ly stupid student loan industry, which allowed banks to earn billions in 
profits while the taxpayer assumed all the risk (sound familiar?). 

The government also has targeted the for-profit university system, 
in which schools lure students into paying for an “education” using 
federal loans. According to a report from the Government Account- 
ability Office, many students take out loans after being misled about 
tuition costs and potential salaries. The corporation gets paid by the 
taxpayer regardless of whether a student completes a degree or finds 
a job. The Higher Learning Commission recently found “no systemic 
problems” with the University of Phoenix specifically but watch the 
Frontline investigation “College Inc.” and you’ll be as dubious about 
those findings as I am. 

Nevertheless, education costs continue to rise, and young people 
continue to mire themselves in debt. 

Partially, this is the fault of the people who are or aren’t in your ear 
when you’re 18. 1 wasn’t thinking about much when I was 18 (maybe a 
kaleidoscopic sensory mind-film of breasts, light beer and “T he Matrix 
Reloaded”), but at some level I understood I wanted to come out of 
college debt-free and chose my school with its scholarship situation 
accordingly I’ve long thought high school seniors should have to take a 
course in how long student loans can stay strapped to your back. 

Beyond that, many of the universities that must now write reports 
for the Department of Education explaining their recent tuition hikes 
are in states that have gutted their support for higher education. The 
iron will of the U.S. political class to continue its support for robots 
that can shoot missiles at mud huts in hitmen and mortgage deduc- 
tions on second vacation homes for millionaires while the vast swath 
of middle- and lower-class kids enter into eyeball-level debt for an 
education is the dictionary definition of “staggering moral failure.” 

Americans enjoy squawking about freedom, yet our economic sys- 
tem is designed to constrain. After college, you get a job immediately 
because those student loan bills are coming. You dare not do anything 
interesting because you need health insurance. "You work long hours 
in a job you don’t like, and tell yourself —what? "You’ll find that dream 
job? Go back to school and get in more debt? We wonder where the 
innovators and entrepreneurs have gone: They’re all in cubicles trying 
to pay $700 a month in student loans. And remember, these are the 
lottery winners in American society, the lucky ones. 

God forbid, in this debt ceiling debate, anyone suggest that taxpay- 
ers finance higher education instead of corn, oil and hedge funds.

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TROUBLED CTA HAS A NEW BOSS WHO’S 
READY TO GET DOWN TO BUSINESS

Facing service cuts and fare hikes, chronic slow zones and a continuous chorus of 
rider complaints, the CTA has a long road ahead. 

The guy who will be tackling these problems? City Hall insider Forrest Claypool, 
a transit newbie. 

Mayor Emanuel in April selected Claypool, a former Cook County Board 
commissioner and Mayor Richard M. Daley chief-of-staff, to oversee the money- 
strapped transit agency, which is facing potential service cuts and fare hikes. Clay- 
pool is the third CTA president in three years. 

RedEye recently sat down with Claypool, 54, in his office at CTA headquarters, 
where he compared himself to the typical transit rider. 

Claypool, who travels by train a few times a week but rarely rides buses, said 
there were times when he frequently rode the CTA and times when he abandoned 
the train in favor of his car because he was frustrated by slow zones. 

Claypool also discussed how the agency is trying to prevent fare hikes and 
service cuts, increasing security and improving the CTA experience so it doesn’t 
disenfranchise riders— like him. 



Cracking safety 

“Job one” for Claypool is rider safety and se- 
curity In June, he announced 1,500 cameras 
will be installed around the system, adding to 
1,500 cameras already in place. 

The CTA wouldn’t say where the cameras 
will be mounted but said that each station has 
at least one camera. CTA workers were spot- 
ted adding cameras to the Red Line in June. 

The announcement was made just weeks 
after so-called “flash mobs” of teenagers at- 
tacked riders on the Red Line and a woman 
was killed during an iPhone robbery at the 
Fullerton stop on the Red, Brown and Purple 
lines. 

Police made 69 arrests with the help of im- 
ages pulled from CTA cameras last year, the 


agency said. 

Money talks 

When asked about whether riders will see 
fare hikes or service cuts, Claypool draws a 
blank— piece of paper, that is. 

He said he’s asked his managers to start 
from scratch when thinking about next year’s 
budget so they can eliminate redundancies. 
Riders will find out the certainty of fare hikes 
and service cuts when the budget is presented 
to the public in October. 

“We have a perfect storm of financial prob- 
lems,” Claypool said. “We’re in a situation 
where it’s not enough to simply tinker with 
the margins.” 

Claypool already announced in June that 


54 management positions have been cut. But 
there’s more work to do. 

The state is behind in its payments to the 
Regional Transportation Authority the fund- 
ing arm for CTA and Metra. The state owes 
the RTA $309.2 million as of Friday, theRTA 
said. The RTA’s executive director, Joseph 
Costello, said that if the state doesn’t start 
paying the RTA at least $40 million a month, 
CTA service cuts may be on the horizon. 

However, the CTA may soon see some re- 
lief when the free rides for seniors program 
changes. On Sept. 1, the program will be 
available only to low-income seniors; other 
seniors can ride at half price. That change 
could save the RTA more than $30 million 
a year. 


An inconvenience truth 

Bus bunching, rail slow zones and dirty train 
stations are just a few of the typical com- 
plaints CTA riders have. 

Claypool said he wants to improve the 
“customer experience” by accelerating the 
cleanings of train stations and other areas of 
the system to make them “visually appealing,” 
eliminating slow zones, adding technology 
and improving convenience by looking at the 
scheduling of routes to see if there are better 
ways to accommodate riders. 

On cleanliness, the CTA in May earned a 
rail inspection score of 97 percent and a bus 
inspection score of 89 percent, according to 
the agency’s monthly cleanliness inspection 
as part of its performance report. Both scores

arc on target for the CTAs monthly goals 
(90 percent for rail, 85 percent for bus). 

The same report, however, found that the 
CTA is having some performance problems. 
There were no rail delays of 10 minutes or 
more during May, up from 61 incidents in April.

Certain routes have seen ridership growth, 
and Claypool said he would like to evaluate

The CTA still is piloting the tracker program 
at 29 locations on the train system. 

Also, as part of its upcoming express bus 
program, the CTA has proposed bus super 


stations that display Bus Tracker in addition 
to information kiosks and bike racks. 

“My goal is to have— no matter where you 
are— you can look up at one glance to have a 
sense about the length of your wait, 1 ’ Claypool 
said.

Ride to remember 

1,000-plus motorcycles turn out for police officer memorial ride

More than 1,000 motorcycles roared down 
Lake Shore Drive on Sunday morning as part 
of an annual procession commemorating Chi- 
cago police officers killed in the line of duty 

It was the largest turnout to date for the 
Area Four Ride to Remember, now in its sev- 
enth year. Cops from Cook, Lake and McHen- 
ry counties joined motorcycle clubs including 
the Blue Knights, Iron Justice, Brothers of 
Soul, Blood Brothers, American Knights, Pa- 
triots, Blue Steel and Wild Pigs. 

Former Chicago Police Superintendent Phil 
Cline, now head of the Chicago Police Memo- 
rial Foundation, thanked the sweaty leather- 


clad crowd for raising enough money to cover 
school tuition and supplies for 32 children of 
fallen officers. 

“People who don’t do what we do would 
not understand what we understand,” said the 
current Chicago Police Superintendent Garry 
McCarthy “It takes a special kind of person to 
[be a police officer}. But it takes a special kind 
of family to support them.” 

McCarthy said when police officers are killed 
in the line of duty “it’s their fellow brother and 
sister officers who take it upon themselves 
to support the families of their fallen com- 
rades. 

“In turn it’s those families that provide per- 


spective and comfort to the police officers that 
survive,” he continued. “The families of the 
fallen are the ones that give us strength.” 

Officer Gene Offett, a member of the Chi- 
cago Police motorcycle unit, said the annual 
ride is a “beautiful thing.” 

“We’ve got to show that we never forget,” he 
said. “We consider ourselves one big family” 
He said the recent charges against a suspect 
accused of killing Officer Michael Bailey didn’t 
necessarily add any poignancy to this year’s 
event, adding that officers know the risks of 
the job and do it anyway 

“It’s just an example of what we do every 
day” he said.

The Bears gave Kreutz an ultima- 
tum Saturday when they offered him a 
$4 million, one-year contract, and he didn’t 
budge from his demand for $4.5 million. 

“It goes beyond {$500,000},” Angelo 
said. “It’s a big puzzle and you just can’t 
focus on one piece. It doesn’t work that 
way It has to come together and we have

a lot of things happening at a very fast pace. We didn’t have two 
months to draw things out, to be patient. We have to move now” 
Angelo said the Bears were forced to move on when other 
teams began expressing interest in Chris Spencer, the 29 -year- 
old free agent from Seattle who agreed to a two-year contract, 
on Saturday Kreutz’s camp claims the Bears told them noth- 
ing had to be done before Thursday— the first day free agents 
are allowed to practice, even if they re-sign with their previous 
employer. 

Coach Lovie Smith spoke glowingly about Kreutz all off- 
season and said Friday when camp opened how important 
Kreutz, 34, was to the team. Offensive coordinator Mike 
Martz and line coach Mike Tice also have spoken glowingly 
of him, so it’s only natural to wonder if the loss of Kreutz 
over a small amount of money in the world of an NFL sal- 
ary cap is creating a divide between the front office and 
coaching staff. Angelo bristled at the question. 

“I resent the fact that something was written that 
said there is a divide,” Angelo said. “Regardless of what 
anybody says, that’s not true. We talk about everything. 
Do we agree on everything? Absolutely not. “But at the end 
of the day, we’ve got to make a decision and we all agree on one 
thing, once we make a decision, we’re all for it.” 


Which back takes a back seat? 

Chester Taylor has experience working behind 
marquee backs. He has played behind Jamal Lewis, 
Adrian Peterson and Matt Forte. Now, he faces the 
possibility of being behind both Forte and Marion 
Barber after the Bears signed the former Dallas 
Cowboy to a $5 million, two-year contract. 

It crowds the backfield with those three, plus 


Harvey Unga, a supplemental draft choice last sum- 
mer, and Kahlil Bell. Taylor was asked if he’s con- 
cerned the addition of Barber could affect his roster 
status. “No, I don’t wonder nothing,” Taylor said. “I 
just feel like they added more depth in the backfield. 
Playing this many years, I know it’s hard to have a 
good backfield throughout the season so you’ve got 
to have depth in the backfield because any running 


back could go down at any given time. I believe he 
could help us more than he could hurt us.” 

Taylor signed a $12.5 million, four-year contract last 
season and already has received the bulk of the pay, 
earning $7 million last season. He struggled last sea- 
son when he rushed for 267 yards on 110 carries.
